V nding 'he ion of blank returns about 
exn-vist»\i, '.lit- acknowledgment of receipts was 
deferred until a supply was secured, since which 
all communications and inquiries have been 
promptly answered. The Journal of proceed- 
ings was duly published and sent to Divisions, 
As before. Deputies, entitled, have been sup- 
plied with pass-word circulars, and other docu- 
ments. Returns for January have been received 
from fifty-four Divisions; for April from fifty- 
nine. The indications are cheering indeed, es- 
pecially when we take into consultation the fi- 
nancial and political trouble.! that threaten our 
country with rum. The work seems to be in a 
harmonious state; only two appeals have been 
resented for the consideration of this body. I 
ave a protest from Washington Division No. 2, 
S. of T., Pa., against certain action ol tin G. D. 
of Massachusetts; a circular letter of invitation 
Signed by M. W. P. Condict, to attend a quar- 
terly ses’sienof the Grand Divisions oi Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey; and also a further report 
of the Sands Monument Committee, I would 
say that our Grand Division is yet behind with 
the amount pledged thereto by the Delegates at 
the late Session of N. D. ; but $1 haa lias been 
received for it since Annual Session. 

Charters with documents have been sent, on 
proper application, to Deputies, for nineteen 
new Divisions, which have b»*en instituted and 
are at work. I would call th»' attention of those 
instituting Divisions, to the absolute importance 
of reporting to the G. S., at once, the result, with 
the names of the officers, etc. Within (he last 
six months, Divisions, of which 1 had no official 
knowledge, have wrote ordering documents. The 
necessity of the suggestion must be apparent to 
all.

The above items of work, done at the instance 
of Bro.’s Lord, Pratt, and otheis, does not em- 
brace all the work done. Circulars have been 
sent with pass- words, and also wilh returns; 
true, those circulars have urged a rally for the 
Son, but principally other points, besides, the 
Son is yours. A thousand circular letters to 
Ministers, a number of which I hive here, have 
not been charged, with other matters that ought 
to be of equal importance to every true Son. 

I would call your attention to’ the Currency. 
Divisions have been cr< dited with the face of the # 
notes sent; but mo9t, if' not all, have been mark- 
ed, from w’hence they came. 

More pains should be taken in making out re- 
ports ; very few are strictly correct. A few sug- 
gestions may not be out of place : a Make the 
statements in figures in the proper place ; if the 
facts are that any *paceis, fortunately or unfor- 
tunately, blank, leave it so. It is not necessary, 
as many have supposed, to delay sending returns 
until the Finance Committee have reported them 
correct. 

All that We want is consent labor ; shall we 
have it? While our expanses have been larger 
than common, in the distribution of circulars, 
etc., we are, save $23, which we owe the N. D* 
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for Rituals lately received, out of debt ; except 
the payment of our vows, “ that the world shall 
be redeemed from black Intemperance.” That 
can be doue, it must be done ! To that end, let 
tis use every means, and bring into service every 
power of the mind, heart, and soul. 

Official visitation on the part of elected and 
appointed Officers, will prove an effective means 
to inspire with devotion. Looking after the new 
and old Divisions, will, aside from the social en- 
joyment experienced, give life and power. Lit- 
erary exercises in the social circle ; the reading 
of Essays and choice selections, by the members 
and Visitors ; the cultivation of the intellectual 
being*; the development of and bringing into pow- 
er the mind over matter, in the control of passion 
and appetite. Discussion by men of known in- 
tegrity, in your communities; to that end edu- 
cate, that you may send out to the highways 
where the popular lecturer seldom if ever goes. 
Circulate the tract. Go to your nurseries, to 
your day schools, to your Sabbath schools, and 
turn, w'hile you may, the unbiased of tender 
years to the practice of sobriety. Use every 
means ; together they will soon produce a revo- 
lution that will, not only repel, but attract. 

Brothers let us work while it is day, that 
thousands now apparently lost may be reached, 
reclaimed, and kept regenerated and established 
upon the higher way; that “when the world 
shall fail, faith shall greet the dawn of lasting 
day.” 

I am under obligations to G. W P. Pratt and 
his Deputies for kindness and forbearance. 

Hoping that such action will be taken as shall 
make us to continue of one accord, faithful 
to our trusts.

some action. 

it appears that a member of 518 tendered his 
resignation to the Division at the first meeting 
in April, and at the second meeting, the resigna- 
tion was accepted. D. G. VV. P. Potter “ set 
aside the decision of the Division,” and Bro. B. 
appeals from the decision cf the Deputy, on the 
ground that the first meeting in April is not in 
the present, but in the last quarter. 

Article VIII. of Constitution of Sub-Divisions 
reads : — 

“ Regular Quarterly terms shall commence on 
the first of October, January, April and July.” 

Again, on page 18, Journal of G. D. for Oc- 
tober, 1857, “The true intent and meaning of 
sec. 1st, art. VIII. of Revised Rules,” is decid- 
ed to be : “ That any person withdrawing from 
the Order, is account able for his dues, is subject 
to all the rules and regulations of the Order, and 
entitled to all its privileges, until the expiration 
of the Quarter in which such resignation is 
tendered.” 

Your Committee cannot, under any possible 
construction of the laws, regard the first regular 
meeting in this Quarter as being in last Quarter. 

The Taw requires the dues of the current Quar- 
ters to be paid before a written resignation can 
even be received. Your committee would there- 
fore recommend that the appeal be dismissed.

Your Committee on Appeals, to whom was 
referred a communication purporting to be an 
“ jiprnal of Bro. Woodward , of Grand View,” 
would report : — 

That they find the following state of factB : 
Bros. Hutchinson and McCormick offered a res- 
olution, “ That no dues should be paid by mem- 
bers of Division for one year from the 31st of 
March, 1861.” A motion was made to postpone 
indefinitely. A question of order was raised, 
and the W. P. decided the motion to postpone, in' 
order, and as the hour to adjourn had arrived*

We also find that Bro. Lemoin has spent 
most of his time since he first of Dec. last, four 
months and a half. 

During this time, he ha's visited all or most all 
the old Divisions in the District where these Di- 
visions are located, and stirred them up to the ’ 
work. The dues from the new Divisions in a ' 
single year will more than pay the whole ex- ( 
pense over again; rf nd in the ordinary working 
•f the Order, under the Deputies, not more than 
two of the eleven would have been organized in 
the same time. Thu is only the financial view 
of the work. The moral aspect is far beyond 
our powers of calculation. 

In view of all the circumstances, your Corn- 1 
mittee would recommend that an order be drawn 
on the Treasury in favor of Bro.
